Schulz was made co-respondent in a suit for 
divorce brought by the wife of a hardware 
m erchant named Schluechtner against her 
husband. 
Schluechtner fled from the city 
without m aking a defense, and the wife, who 
had been awarded $20 a week alimony, took

Reid & Powell are stacking Ice on their 
dock at Coxsackie. 
Work was begun at the Knickerbocker Icc 
Company’s house at Slate Dock, Rhinecliff, 
this morning. 
The work of filling the ice house of the 
Cornell Steamboat -Company, in Rondout, 
was completed to-day. 
It is expected that the work of filling the 
Brewers’ Ice Company’s house at Eddvvilh- 
will have been finished before to-mórrow 
soon. 
The Knickerltocker Company has filled 
four barges at Dutchess Junction with icc 
from Lake Billings. The ice is from 11 to 15 
inches thick. 
A dispatch from Albany says: There no 
longer remains any doubt that the ice harvest 
here will be successful. Most of the local 
dealers expect to gel in all they want this 
week. 
The work of filling several barres with ice 
by the Brewers’ Ice Company, atSouth-Ron 
dout,which was Itegun 011 Saturday, has been 
abandoned until the ice at that point in 
creases in thickness. 
A good quality of icc, taken from the John 
Hutchins Fond, Esopus. is being stored in 
one of the Knickerbocker Compauy's bouses 
there. The pond is located nearly half 
mile from the house, and is conveyed from 
the pond to the house on slides. 
A dispatch from Troy to Tiik F reem an 
to-day slated: The recent cold wave has in 
creased the thickness of tiic ice in this vicin 
ity to 12 inches, and ice dealers who have al 
ready filled their houses are making prepara 
tions for stackiug. A Port Schuyler firm 
this morning began work on a new stack 
house 366 by 66 feet. 
Beck & Burns, of Rondout. arc stacking 
ice on the “ Lower Island Dock ” of the Del 
aware & Hudson Canal Company, near Der 
renbaoher’s Corner. A large tank, it is said 
will be erected on the dock, in which ice wa 
ter will be kept during the summer for men 
In the Coal Company’s employ. Beck & 
Bums have the contract for the fillimr of the 
McGinnis house, on Meadow-street, Rondout 
Active preparations are being made by the 
Knickerbocker Ice Company for the storage 
of ice in tbeir houses south of this City. At 
the Clearwater house, near Highland, every 
detail has been arranired for '‘starting up. 
At the “Fox Grove” house,in Poughkeepsie, 
and at the Marlborough houses, men are put 
ting out ‘‘runs” and other necessary appli 
anees for the housing of ice. The ice 
averages about eight inches in thickness at 
the points named. The aggregate capacity 
of the houses to lie tilled by the Knicker­ 
bocker Company at Clearwater's,Poughkeep 
sic and Marlborough is 60,000 tons.

POINTS ELICITED: 
During the trial ot a case in Circuit Court, 
Kifigiilon, recently, several engineers and sur­ 
veyors gave testimony. Some of the points 
elicited were as follows: 
• 
“The uecdle of a compass in this locality 
varies three minutes each year.” 
Question by counsel—“Are auy two com­ 
passes likely to point exactly the same 
Answer—“They are more likely to point 
different.” 
Q.—“At differeut periods of time will the 
same compass point different ?” 
A.—“Yes,” 
Otic of the lawyers asked art engineer 
whether the instruments used by surveyors 
in olden times were as good as those of the 
present day. The opposing lawyer objected 
to the question, saying if that were proper, 
50 years hence, it could be claimed that the 
instruments of that day were greatly superior 
to those in use now, and therefore lines run 
now, wfluld not be as correct as those run 
then. The Court sustained the objection. 
It was shown that when one of the lines was 
run a lawyer held a tape line. The engineers 
were of the opinion that because a lawyer 
held the tape line was not convincing proof 
that the measurements were correct. Great 
care is required in handling a tape line to 
make a proper survey. The difference in 
variation in the const survey, it was claimed, 
from 1835 to 1888, was 8" and 29'. There is 
a line known as a line of " no variation.” It 
runs from a place near Washington to a place 
somewhere in Ohio. 


W A T C H M A N ’S FO R T U N A TE DISCOVERY 
W hat M ight H ave Proved to Have Been 
Serious Conflagration.

At Spottsyl vania Court House when during a 
counter charge the brigade was broken and 
forced to fall hack in confusion, the One 
Hundred and Twentieth Regiment rallied 
around this flag aud formed line with such 
eeleritv that the Genera! in command pub­

A REMINISCENCE. 
When Colonel Lockwood was in command 
of the One Hundred and Twentieth N. Y. 
V. Regiment, during the War of the Rebel­ 
lion, lie was considered a strict disciplinarian. 
At the recent re union in Kingston he shook 
hands with a member of the Regiment. “ ¡ 
cannot recall your face,” said the Colonel, 
“ though I thought I knew every member of 
the Regiment.” “Well,’’answered the veteran 
“ maybe I can bring it to vour' mind. W bile 
in front of Petersburg one Saturday Diglit, I 
was detailed as Corporal iu charge of our 
men on the picket line. I was out with the 
squad in the rillc pits, in close proximity 
to the enctnv, all night. We were relieved 
before daylight, so the enemy would not have 
as good a mark to fife at. We worked our

It was not usual for those who had just 
returned from duty on the picket line to be 
inspected, because crawling in trenches and 
lying in mud in rifle pits was not conducive 
to cleanliness, and time and labor were re 
quittd to scour up. We were ordered out, 
however, and as protesting would do no good 
we took our place in line. We were not tidy, 
and the guns were black and dirty from eon 
tinual firing during the night. You, Colo 
nel, came down the line inspecting each sol 
dier. By and by you reached one of the men 
who had been on picket. You surveyed him 
from head to foot, and the gun was 
examined. ‘ Whose squad do you lie

to ?’

‘ Cor 
poral 
Lewis’,’ 
was 
the 
answer.

Ostrander vs. Washburn et al. 
rom re elicited-. 
During the trial of u case in Circuit Court, 
Khlgrtlon, recently, several engineers and sur­ 
veyors gave testimony. 
Some of the points 
cli'cited were as follows: 
* 
"The needle of a compass in this locality 
varies three minutes each year.” 
Question by Counsel—' Are auy two com­ 
passes! likely to point exactly the same ?” 
Answer—"They are more likely to point 
different.'’ 
Q.—"A t different periods of time will the 
same compass poiut different ?” 
A.—"Yes.” 
One of the lawyers asked art engineer 
whether the instruments used by surveyors 
in olden times were as good as those of the 
present day. 
The opposing lawyer objected 
to the question, saying if that were proper, 
50 years hence, it could be claimed that the 
instruments of that day were greatly superior 
to those in use now, and therefore lines run 
now, wfluld not be as correct as those run 
then. 
The Court sustained the objection. 
It was shown that when one of the lines was 
run a lawyer held a tape line. The engineers 
were of the opinion that liecnuse a lawyer 
held the tape line was not convincing proof 
that the measurements were correct. 
Great 
rare is required in handling a tape line to 
make a proper survey. 
The difference in 
variation in the coast survey, it was claimed, 
from 1835 to 1888, was 3' aud 29 .
